Necessity of M ilitary Force. 


T h e Grangers of California have 
incorporated the Mutual Indemnity 
Association. 
It is a life insurance 
scheme in w hich only Grangers shall 
become members. The amount guar­ 
anteed the family or friends of a de­ 
ceased member is one thousand dol­ 
lars, collected, we presume, by assess­ 
ment on the members of the Associa­ 
tion. 
Such an organization ought to 
be productive of immense good. Should 
one half or even one fourth of the 
Grangers in this State become m em ­ 
bers of the society, the assessment 
necessary to raise the m axim um sum 
assured on the death of a member 
would be but a few cents to each person 
assessed. 
If the Association is eon- 
ducted on fair and equitable principles 
it will soon become popular am ong the 
farmers. 


A m o v e m e n t has been inaugurated 
to plant the west sido of the Ban Joa­ 
quin valley in Eucalyptus trees. The 
idea is a good one, and if carried out 
will he productive of two desirable 
results : 
First, it will supply a vast 
section w ith timber which is now 
almost without a tree or shrub; ami 
second, if the theory of scientists is 
correct the conversion of a barren 
plain into a forest of tall trees is to 
secura an abundance of rain where 
before rain seldom fell. It will be a 
great improvement to the country 
when our people devote more time and 
attention to tree planting and the cul­ 
tivation of forest timber. 
If a specie 
of tree can ho found which will grow 
on the hill-sides, we may in a few 
years materially change the aspect of 
the whole country. 
It is said the 
Eucalyptus will grow almost any­ 
where, and we hope the San Joaquin 
valley project will he carried into 
effect. 


Fighting Sharon. 


W i l l i a m S i ia k o n , of San Francis­ 
co, California, has been elected to rep­ 
resent the State of Nevada in the 
United States Senate. It is not denied 
by his personal and political friends 
th a t he owes his election solely to his 
money. 
He is a Republican, if he is 
anything 
political, and 
from 
the 
opening of the campaign which closed 
with the election of the Legislature 
which has now elected him, he was 
opposed by nil the Democratic papers 
save those that he bought, and ail Re­ 
publican papers that lie could not or 
'did not buy, both in Nevada and Cali­ 
fornia. 
They made it uncomfortably 
sultry for W i l l i a m ; still the fact that 
lie had millions of money and that 
there were plenty of men and news­ 
papers willing p> sell their principle 
for his money, pulled him through. 
H e won the fight at the poils; then he 
feftntl it difficult to hold his votes 
until the Legislature m et and bal­ 
loted for him; and, now th at ho is 
elected, they are m aking trouble for 
him by arguing that, being a resident 
of California, he is not eligible to the 
Senatorship from Nevada. 
It may 
cost him something, but 11 will amount 
to nothing more; ho has the money, 
and pnless called up higher or down 
lower, he will occupy the seat soon to 
be vacated by Senator S t e w a r t , for 
the next six years. 
Hiia u o n is not 
the kind of a man that makes up a 
world of angels; he is a cold, calculat­ 
ing, sordid bonanza. 
We never beard 
of his aiding anyone, 110 m atter how 
needy or deserving, and no one ever 
heard of his loaning a man a dollar 
unless he held a doiiar and a half for 
security. W hen A h a r o n dies he will 
have a large funeral and a tall marble 
shaft will stand above the earth where 
lie is encased; but 110 widow, save his 
own, will shed tears at his death; 110 
orphan, save his own, will say 1 e 
was iny friend. He is not a benevo­ 
lent

S h a r o n himself has 
but few triends, but liis money is the 
magic wand, the wave of w hich will 
gather about, him an army of worship­ 
pers. 
H e is Senator from Nevada, he 
lias bought his seat ami paid for it.and 
the H e r a ld for one will inuintaiu his 
right to his property. 
It is true he 
lives in California, and it is also true 
that though lie makes liis money in 
Nevada he invests it in California. He 
cannot In spirit and in truth represent 
Nevada in the Senate, but the people 
o f Nevada should have thought of this 
bf fire.

The special message of President 
G rant ou affairs in Louisiana was sent 
to Congress on Wednesday last. 
It is 
quite a lengthy document, but the fol­ 
lowing synopsis contains all the mate­ 
rial points: 


l a w l e s s n e s s a n d b l o o d s h e d . 
The President says that a state of 
lawlessness, turbulence and bloodshed 
has characterized political affairs in 
Louisiana since its organization under 
the Reconstruction Act. A reference 
to the fraudulent elections of 1868 and 
the bloody riots of I860 shows that the 
disorders there are not due to any 
recent causes or to any late action of 
the Federal authorities. Preparatory 
to the election of 1872 a shameful and 
undisguised conspiracy was formed to 
carry it agaiust the Republicans, and 
to accomplish which the most glaring 
frauds and forgeries were committed 
in the returns,after many negroes had 
been denied registry and others intim ­ 
idated from casting their votes. 


KELLOGG VS. WAKMOTII. 
H e reviews the history of the action 
®f tlie United States Court in the case 
of Kellogg 
vs. Warmotli, wherein 
Kellogg was declared Governor. These 
proceedings 
have 
been widely de­ 
nounced as unwarrantable interference 
of the Federal judiciary with State 
elections; but lie argues that they were 
strictly in accordance with the Consti­ 
tution and its amendments to prevent 
denial or abridgment of the light, of 
suffrage 011 account of color, etc. He 
concludes that if Kellogg’s bill in the 
above case does not present a ease for 
equitable interposition of the United 
States Courts under tlie Act, as pro­ 
vided therein, then 110 such case can 
arise under it. 
The President holds 
th a t the right of the United States 
courts to interfere in various ways with 
State elections,so as to maintain polit­ 
ical equality of rights therein, irre­ 
spective of race or color, while com­ 
paratively new and somewhat, per­ 
haps, startling, results as clearly from 
the Fifteenth Amendment and the 
Acts passed to enforce it as docs the 
abrogation of State laws upholding 
slavery. 
T H E UNITED STATES COURT D EFIED , 
As to the assertion th at some of the 
orders made by the Federal Judge were 
illegal,he says: “ It is not to be forgot­ 
ten that the mandates of liis Court had 
been contemptuously defied anil were 
made while wild scenes of anarchy 
were sweeping away all restraint of 
law and order. 
Doubtless the Judge 
of this court made grave mistakes, but 
tlie law allows the Chancellor great 
latitude, not only in punishing those 
who contemn iiis orders and injunc­ 
tions, but in preventing the consum­ 
mation of the wrong which lie lias ju- 
d ^ially forbidden. 
Whatever may he 
said or thought of these matters, the 
President says it was only made known 
to him that a process of a United States 
Court was resisted, and lie, acting 
according to tlie law, ordered thearm y 
to see that such process was executed, 
and as a result Kellogg was declared 
Governor. 
He had, in the discharge 
of his duty, recognized him as Gov­ 
ernor. 
As to whether lie was elected, 
lie says it m ay lie a question, as the 
whole election was a gigantic fraud, 
and there are 110 reliable returns of its 
result.” 
FRAUDS AT TH E TOLLS. 
Tlie President quotes from the repoit 
of the Senate Coinniitteeon Elections 
in 1873, that the manipulation of the 
election machinery by Warmotli and 
others was equivalent to 20,090 votes, 
and that to recognize the McEncry 
Government would he to recognize a 
Government based upon fraud in defi­ 
ance of the wishes and intentions of 
the voters of the State, and says: “The 
great crime in Louisiana, about which 
so m uch has been said and done, is, 
that one man is holding the office of 
Governor who was cheated out of 20,­ 
000 votes, against another whose title 
to the office is based upon a fraud and 
in defiance of the wishes of tlie 
voters.” 
OUTRAGES AND MURDERS. 
The President then refers to out­ 
rages committed 011 Republicans in 
various parts of the Btu’e, and tlie 
displacement and murder of Kellogg 
officials by ¿the supporters of McEnery, 
rehearsing the story of the Colfax 
massacre and the Coiisliatta troubles 
at length. 
H e concludes: “ W hile it 
would he unjust to the greater part of 
the people of Louisiana to say that 
murder of negro or white Republicans 
is not considered a crime, it is true 
that tiie spirit ot hatred or violence 
there is stronger than law, and conse­ 
quently the 
perpetrators of 
these 
crimes went still unpunished. 


T H E INTERFERENCE BY THE MILITARY 
R e s p itin g the alleged interference 
by tlie military with the organization 
of the Legislature of Louisiana on the 
4th inst., the President says: “ 1 did 
not know th at any such thing was an­ 
ticipated, and no orders, no sugges­ 
tions, were ever given any military 
officer in that Atate upon that subject, 
prior to its occurrence. 
I am well 
aware that any military interference 
by officers or troops of tlie United 
Atates with 
tlie organization of a 
Atate Legislature or any of its pro­ 
ceedings, or with niiycivil department 
of the Government, is repugnant to 
our ideas of Government. 
I can con­ 
ceive of no case, not involving rebel­ 
lion or insurrection, where such inter­ 
ference by tlie authority of the Gen­ 
eral Government ought to he permit­ 
ted or can be justified; but there are 
circumstances connected 
with 
the 
legislation imbroglio 
in 
Louisiana 
which seem to exempt the military 
from any intentional wrong in that 
matter, knowing that they lnid been 
placed in Louisiana to prevent domes­ 
tic violence and aid to repress it.” 


T H E SOLDIERS SIMPLY STRIVE “ TO 
PREVENT BLOODSHED.” 
The stationing of troops in various 
parts of the State to sustain the IJ. A. 
Marshals in their duty of keeping the 
peace at the election, is justified by 
law, and officers and troops of tlie 
United Atates may well have supposed 
it wan their duty to act when called 
upon by the Government for that pur­ 
pose. The President admits that each 
branch of the Legislature is to judge 
of the election and qualification of its 
members and states that tlie remedy 
of tlie Governor, in case a Legislature 
is sought to be obtained possession of 
by a 1110b, is, first, by calling on the 
local constabulary, and, if this is in­ 
sufficient, then on the military; hut 
says in this case neither course was 
practicable without involving blood­ 
shed, and both parties relied upon the 
United Atates troops as conservators 
of the public pea$e. Tlie first call was 
made by the Democrats to remove 
persons obnoxious to them from tlie 
Legislative hall; the second was from 
the Republicans, to remove persons 
who hud usurped seats in the Legisla­ 
ture without legal certificates, and In 


sufficient number to ehniitfe the m a­ 
jority. Nobody was disturbed by tile 
m ilitary who had a legal right at 
that time to occupy a seat in the Leg­ 
islature. 
SH ERID AN ’S ACTION SUSTAINED. 
In reference to Sheridan’s presence 
in New Orleans, he says: “ He was 
requested by m eto go to Louisiana, 
to observe and report the situation 
there, and if, in liis opinion, it was 
necessary, to assume command,which 
lie did 011 the 4th inst., after the legis­ 
lative disturbances had occurred. 
No 
party motives nor prejudices can reas­ 
onably be imputed to him, but hon­ 
estly convinced by what he has seen 
and heard there, lie has characterized 
the leaders of the W hite League in 
severe terms, and suggested sum m ary 
modes of procedure against them, 
which, though they cannot be adopted, 
would, if legal, soon put ail end to the 
trouble and disorder in that Atate.” 
NO D ESIRE TO IN TERFERE W ITH T H E 
DOMESTIC AFFAIRS OF LOUISIANA. 
The President says lie lias 110 desire 
to have United Atates troops interfere 
in the domesticconoernsof Louisiana, 
or any other Atate, and has always 
avoided ordering or permitting such 
interference, except when it seemed 
his imperative duty, 
lit- would re­ 
joice if ail necessity for tbe presence 
of troops in the South could be re­ 
moved, but adds: “ 1 regret, however, 
to say that this state of things does 
not exist, nor does its existence seem 
to be desired In some localities; and, 
as to those, it may lie proper for me to 
say that to the extent tlmt Congress 
has conferred power on me to prevent 
it, neither Kuklux Kians nor W hite 
Leagues, nor any other association 
using arms and violence to execute 
their unlawful purposes, can be per­ 
m itted in that way to govern part of 
the country; nor can I see with indif­ 
ference Union men and Republicana 
ostracised, persecuted and murdered, 
on account of their opinions, as they 
now are in some localities.”

Victoria Woodhull wants tiie United 
Atates to pay her $100,000 for damages 
sustained by her prosecution in the 
Federal Courts. 
Alie says she lost 
$500,000 thereby. 
Nevada will pass a bill for (ho pre­ 
vention of three card monte and other 
confidence games, and the selling of 
prize candy packages on railroads, 
makes the playing of monte and other 
confidence games a felony,with a pen­ 
alty of $5,000 fine or imprisonment in 
I lie State Prison for not less than two 
nor more than live years; and tlie 
selling of prize candy a misdemeanor. 
Tlie U. A. troops, pursuing the 
Black Hills’ invaders, were driven 
back to Fort Laramie by cold weather.

The peo­ 
ple would not resist the Government 
of the United States.” 
The Congressional 
Investigation 
Committee sent to Louisiana a report 
th a t they were unable to find any evi­ 
dence that Republican colored voters 
were intimidated, or their political 
rights interfered with, during the late 
campaign in Louisiana; that tlie elec­ 
tion wasexceptionally fair and honest; 
th a t the Conservatives undoubtedly 
carried tlie State by a considerable 
majority, and elected a majority of 
tlie Legislature; they condemn in the 
strongest language the action of the 
Returning Board as illegal and inde­ 
fensible. 
• 
The Mutual Indemnity Association 
of tlie Grangers of California has in­ 
corporated in San Francisco. The ob­ 
ject of the association is to secure to 
the families or friends of deceased 
members such pecuniary aid as will 
shield them against want, by paying 
to tiie nominees of sueli members tiie 
sum of $1,000, the am ount to b e paid 
by an assessment on the surviving 
members. 
The London D aily Telegraph re­ 
ports that Piince Uortaeliakotf declares 
that Russsia will not make tiie recog­ 
nition of Alfonso dependent on his 
confirmation by the Cortez, but will 
act in harmony with Austria and 
Germany. 
The reception of Alfonso at Valencia 
was less enthusiastic than at Barce­ 
lona. 
Don Carlos is holding a Coun­ 
cil of War. 
His troops are within 
three miles of Vulencia. 
Snow is reported at Shasta and 
throughout Oregon.

UUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
THE COAST LINE. 
Couteiuplnted Improvements 0}' Uie 
H oard o f ed u ca tio n . 
At the last session of the City Coun­ 
cil the Board of Education presented 
an extended statement in reference to 
the condition and wants of the school 
department, of the city of Los Angeles. 
The recommendations, were as fol­ 
lows: 
1st. That an eligible lot be selected 
ou which to erect a house for the col­ 
ored school. If this school is perma­ 
nently located in a comfortable house, 
with pleasant surroundings, greater 
advancement may be expected. 
2nd. That a lot, large enough for a 
school to accommodate one hundred 
and lifty children, be selected on the 
east side of the river, near the distil­ 
lery. There are more than lifty chil­ 
dren near that point, who have long 
been deprived of the privileges of 
school, being too young to attend the 
schools now established. 
3d. That a large lot be selected in 
East Los A ngelcs. The Board has u 
petition from citizens in that vicinity, 
stating that there are over seventy 
children of school age now deprived of 
school privileges. Andas many fum- 
iies will soon settle near tlie new rail­ 
road depot, the necessity for immedi­ 
ate act ion is obvious. 
4th. Tjiat the Bath street school- 
house, used almost exclusively for 
children of Spanish birth, be sold, and 
better accommodations be provided 
near the French Hospital. Tho pres­ 
ent liouso is in a very crowded part of 
the city and a most unsuitable piare 
for congregating a hundred children. 
5th. That a suitable lot he secured 
near the school at tlu* corner of Eort 
and Eighth streets. 
The present 
building is a mere shell on private 
property, and the Board may at any 
time be notified to vacate. A new 
class must soon he formed in this 
school. The population in that pari 
of tiie city is so rapidly increasing, 
that there will soon be needed a house 
with six or eight class rooms. ‘The 
High School building is full, and will 
always he full, so that provision must 
he made for the intermediate and 
grammar pupils of the southern and 
western districts, in localities contigu­ 
ous to them. And let there be suffi­ 
cient ground to allow all necessary 
room for exercises and healthful recre­ 
ation. 
Oth, That a lot he selected near the 
woolen mill, for the location of a pri­ 
mary school, to accommodate the 
smaller children of that vicinity. 
7th. That a lot bo purchased for tho 
school on the corner of Alameda and 
Kohler streets. The present school 
building is on private property, in 
wretched condition, and too close to 
the railroad. 
The communication concludes as 
follows: 
Tho above recommendations are 
based upon what we believe will he 
the regular increase in the number of 
our inliahitauts. If the compulsory 
school law is enforced next year, and 
five hundred of the one thousand chil­ 
dren, now not attending any school, 
are driven by it into our classes, the 
requirements of the department will 
he much greater than we have above 
enumerated. To you as guardians of 
our beautiful and growing city, legis­ 
lating not for the present merely, hut 
for that brilliant future, whose dawn­ 
ing we believe is near at hand, we 
submit these recommendations, prom­ 
ising in the discharge of the duties, 
committed to us by our common con­ 
stituency, to make an economical use 
oft lie means intrusted tous, and to 
do ail in our power to make the pub­ 
lic schools tlie pride of our citizens, 
and the fairest gem in the ?ity’s 
coronet.

Despite the threatening rain, a large 
crowd went out to Agricultural Park 
yesterday afternoon, to witness the 
races.

The first race was for a purse of $25,for 
trotters, mile heats, best three in five. 
C. A. Durfee named h. g. Sconchin 
John; VV. J. Welch named s. ni. Pau­ 
line; T. J. Askin named b. g. Rubber 
Boy. The first heat was won by 
Sconchin John in 2:52; the second 
heat by Pauline in 2;53}; the third 
heat by Sconchin John in 2:56}; tho 
fourth heat was closely contested be­ 
tween Rubber Boy and Sconchin, 
Rubber Boy crossing tho score ahead; 
but as lie did considerable running 
around the track, the heat and race 
was given to Sconchin John; time, 
next race was for $400—Mr. 
Askin’» h. g. Button, a pacer, being 
matched against Win. Leonard’s b. g. 
•Confidence, a trotter. The trotter won 
easily in two straight heats.. Time, 
2:4!)}; 2:45}. 
Quite an amount was wagered on 
the results of these races. Albert 
Johnson, John Tate and Aaron Smith, 
the selected judges, performed their 
duties satisfactorily to all. 
The next tnectlns will dome off 
about tho middle of February; the 
club-house will then he completed, 
and there will he four days of first- 
class racing, in which quite a number 
of crack horses from Ban Francisco 
will participate. 


Tin* Covciiuut Between the Pncllle Jlnll 
itoil Uoodnil, Nelson «V Co. 
The agreement between the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, party of the 
first part, and Charles Goodall, Chris­ 
topher Nelson and George C. Perkins, 
parties of the second part, has just been 
tiled in the Recorder’s office at Ban 
Francisco. The provisions of the cov­ 
enant are as follows: 
The party of the first part sells to the 
parties of tlie second part the steam­ 
ship line known us the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company’s San Diego Line, 
consisting of the steamers Mohongo, 
Orizaba, Senator, Pacific, California 
and Gypsy, together with all the 
necessaty outfits and supplies, free 
from all incumbrances; also, all the 
wharf, wharf franchises, warehouse 
property and real estate of the parly 
of the first, part situated in Ban 
Diego; also, the good will and exclu­ 
sive right lor twenty-five years from 
date as against the party of the first 
part of all coast trade between Ban 
Francisco and Ban Diego and all inter­ 
mediate ports. 
The purchase price to he paid by the 
party of the second part for all of the 
foregoing property is $230,000 in gold 
coin, $125,DUO of which is made payable 
at New York and the remainder at Ban 
Francisco. 
The party of the first part agrees that 
it will not, for the term of twenty-five 
years from date, cause or permit any 
steamship or vessel of any kind held 
or controlled by it to run bet ween Ban 
Francisco and Ban Diego, or ports in­ 
termediate, excepting that the parties 
of the second part will permit the l’an- 
ama way and through steamers of the 
party of the first pnrt to stop at any 
and all ports on tlie California coast 
and to land and receive through freight 
or passengers, hut such steamers are 
to carry no freight and no passengers 
from Han Diego to Ban Francisco, or 
rice verm, or from or to intermediate 
ports, except at rates fixed by parties 
of the second part; and the party of 
tlie first part agrees not to sell during 
said term of twenty-five years any 
steamers except with the proviso that 
said steamers shall Lie subject to the 
terms of this agreement. 
For each and every breach of this 
agreement, so far as it relates to the 
good will or exclusive right to the 
coast trade between Ban Francisco and 
Ban Diego, the party of the first part 
promises to pay to the parties of the 
second part $10,000 in gold coin, as 
liquidated damages, and tin* parties of 
the second part shall still have the 
right to seek legal redress for any such 
h reach. 
The parties of the second part agree 
that none of the steamers now pur­ 
chased shall for twenty-five years from 
date tie run on any of the routes at 
present used by the parties of the first 
part; and they further agree not to sell 
any of these steamers during said 25 
years, except with the proviso that 
they shall lie subject to the terms of 
this agreement; and for every breach 
of this branch of the agreement, the 
parties of the second part agree to pay 
$10,000 In gold coin as liquidated dam­ 
ages, and that the party of the first 
part shall have, in addition, the right 
to apply for lega! redress. 


Horse-Thief Captured. 
Yesterday officer Ed. Ryan returned 
to the city, after a two days’ chase, 
with a young horse-thief in his cus­ 
tody. He captured the fellow near 
Ban Buena Ventura, with the stolen 
horse in liis possession. The young 
man, named Janies Ahernetliy, is 
under twenty years of age, and the 
stealing of iliis horse was liis first 
criminal elfort. Being put to work by 
a relative at herding sheep, he became 
dissatisfied and concluded to strikeout 
for new pastures. Bo lie captured a 
pony, belonging to a farmer named 
White, living below the city, and on 
Monday night last left for the upper 
coast. Officer Ryan, who deserves 
credit for the capture, says that the 
young man seems to lie of good dispo­ 
sition, and lie evidently supposed that 
as the pony was worth hilt a few dol­ 
lars no pursuit would be made. The 
young man isnow meditating over his 
folly in tlitujalahoose. 
Weather Intelligence. 
Heavy rains are reported by tele­ 
graph in the upper country. At noou 
yesterday it was pouring down at Vi­ 
salia, at Bakersfield, and as far down 
on the coast as Ventura. The course of 
the storm was steadily southward. In 
Ban Luis Obispo county enough rain 
lias already fallen to resuscitate ttie 
grain and grass and to insure a boun­ 
teous crop. 
Mr. T. McOaffery, the lightning 
manipulator at the depot, reports the 
weather drizzling at Ban Fernando, at 
5 o’clock last night; at Wilmington, 
cloudy; at Downey, high wind with 
hut little prospect of rain. The slight 
sprinkles here yesterday have given 
our citizens encouragement for a good 
rain.From Stockton the crop reports are 
gloomy for a portion of Ban Joaquin 
county. < >n the west side of the river 
grain is almost entirely killed, and no 
amount of rain caq save it. On the 
east side, crops generally look well. 
There are 24(1,000 acres in wheat on 
that side. From Santa Cruz it is re- 
Ixirted that early sown crops are not 
sufiering for rain. The later sown re­ 
quire it.

There lias been considerable rain in 
San Bernardino county, and the 
“ weather prophets” up there predict 
that there will he an abundance of 
rain during the next four weeks. 
The San Bernardino Guardian lias 
been converted into a daily. May it 
prove successful. Mr. Arthur Kear­ 
ney, the editor, deserves a substantial 
reward for his pluck.
